During a conversa* 
tion with a friend from 
Indiana, I was once 
asked the question, 
“What is your region’s 
greatest natural 
resource? ’ ’ Having 
been born and reared 
in Mississippi and hav- 
ing lived in almost 
\every part of the state 
during my pastoral 
ministry, I have 
always been high on 
our part of the world 
and take every op- 
porunity to tell the less 
fortunate people who 
must survive north of 
the Mason-Dixon line 
of the advantages we 
Southerners enjoy. 

Asking a Mississip- 
pi to name our most 
important natural 
resource is much like 
asking a millionaire to 
name his most impor- 
tant dollar. Our 
marvelous climate, 
our rich heritage, 
petroleum resources , 
forest products, abun- 
dant clean water, the 
rich Delta soil, the 
numerous tourist at- 
tractions, the Gulf 
Coast area, none of 
them is our most 
important. 

Anyone who has liv- 
s ?d in Mississippi or 
Alabama would have 
to agree that our 
greatest natural 


resource in the 
average person who 
lives next door. The 
people of the South are 
the greatest resource 
this country can claim. 
The greatest public 
servants, religious 
leaders, medical 
workers, teachers, 
military personnel, 
and hard-working in- 
dividuals in the whole 
world live in our com- 
munity. Store clerks 
who smile, policemen 
who speak, neighbors 
who know and help 
each other, profes- 
sional people who real- 
ly care, and workers 
who get things done 
are so common that we 
take them for granted. 
Only when we travel to 
other places do we 
begin to appreciate 
what we have. The 
average person is, 
without doubt, our 
greatest natural 
resource. 

The amazing fact 


that is hard to com- 
prehend is that this 
most valuable of our 
natural resources is 
almost completely 
neglected. Unexplored 
oil resources, 
undeveloped tourist at- 
tractions, or abandon- 
ed and neglected farm 
land would cause an 
uproar of disapproval 
from those cone erned 
about reaching; our 
greatest potential!, but 
the average person, 
our greatest natural 
resource, is left 
undeveloped, 
unheralded, ancl un- 
tapped as our greatest 
potential commiodity . 
If fact, the average 
person is virtually ig- 
nored in our society. 

Special-interest 
groups of one kind or 
another seem to be the 
only influential 
political power, thus 
the average person is 
practically ignored by 
politicians. There are 


special education pro- 
grams for the gifted 
student and for the stu- 
dent with special pro- 
blems, but no special 
education for the 
average student. No 
one really wants to be 
considered average. 
Few of us would be 
satisfied to hope for 
average children. We 
expect excellence 
from our athletic pro- 
grams and an average 
record will cost an 
average coach his job. 

America is a country 
that has been built 
upon the foundation of 
the democratic princi- 
ple that the average 
person is competent to 
decide important mat- 
ters. Our history is fill- 
ed with stories about 
common people 
achieving excellence. 
The Bible is filled with 
magnificent accounts 
of ordinary people do- 
ing extra-ordinary 
things. 

We need to re- 
emphasize the fact 
that excellence is not a 
natural characteristic 
that superior people 
receive as a gift; it is a 
goal that ordinary peo- 
ple reach with hard 
work, determination, 
and opportunity. Too 
many of us have failed 
to push harder or to 


reach higher because 
we thought that we 
were too average. 

We have become 
such a nation of 
specialists, we think 
that if we do not excel 
we should not par- 
ticipate. Every person 
should be the best that 
he can be without com- 
parison to the so-called 
experts in the field. 
The average person 
still is in control of this 
country, because the 
definition of average 
and majority is the 
same. Most of us are 
average whether we 
like it or not. 

We at Clarke College 
have devoted 
ourselves to helping 
the average person 
achieve the best that 
he can be. While it is 
impossible for the ma- 
jority of us to ever be 
anything but average, 
we should never con- 
fuse average with 
mediocrity. We must 
strive to raise the level 
of average for all of 
us ; then the American 
dream will begin to be 
fulfilled at its highest 
level; average will be 
excellence.

time, Sandlin still holds the state 
record for the 14.2 mile ascent 
and descent of the same distance. 
Standing 14,110 feet high, 
Zebulon Pike, discoverer of the 
mountain, once said, “I seriously 
doubt that anyone will ever climb 
to the peak of the mountain.” 
Run entirely on trails, the tem- 
perature ranges from 60° at the 
base to 25 ° at the summit. Above 
the timberline, there can be snow 
falling year round. Sandlin’s time 
of 4:39:23 for the 28.4 mile trek is 
a remarkable time for any sea 
level” runner. 



Sandwiched between the ex- 
tremes of the 100 yard dash and 
‘‘ultramarathons” are countless 
races of 5 and 10 kilometers, 
races as prestigious as the 
Peachtree Road race in Atlanta 
(28,000 entrants) and as local as 
the run for the Rush 5K in 
Meridian. 


When asked about his goals for 
the future, Sandlin stated “My 
goal for the year is to run a 
marathon time below 2:19:04. 
This would qualify me to run the 
Olympic Trails Marathon in 
May. In New York, I may not be 
ready to break that time, but I’ll 
have a few other chances before 
the deadline.” 

For people interested in begin- 
ning running, Sandlin offered the 
following advice: (1) Buy good 
shoes that fit and cushion 
properly; (2) Start out slowly, 
running and walking and 
gradually build up to greater 
distances; (3) Run at a comfor- 
table pace where you can enjoy 
the scenery and what you are 
doing; (4) Find different routes 
for variety; run with a friend to 
keep your interest up; (5) For im- 
provement, try to run 15 to 20 
minutes per day four days per 
week. 


Sandlin certainly is one of the 
most versatile runners anywhere, 
as evidenced by his record.

The men’s basketball team 
posted a winning record of 16-15 
in 1983-84 including wins over

sas. 

In their first season ever, the 
Women’s softball team grabbed 
runner-up honors at the National 
Junior College Region 23 tour- 
nament. 

In addition to emphasis being 
placed on student activities, 
Clarke has also shown increased 
awareness of students* special 
needs in the classroom. A new 
schedule has been created to 
establish a more flexible alter- 
native to traditional scheduling 
of classes. “Block” courses are 
offered on Mondays to allow 
students to take some classes on 
that day only. Other classes meet 
on a Tuesday-Thursday or a 
Wednesday-Friday basis. Such 
scheduling allows students who 
cannot attend college five days 



per week to acquire college work 
by attending one, two, or three 
days per week. The traditional 
student may still attend classes 
four or five days per week. “Such 
a schedule does not alter the ac- 
tual number of hours a student 
spends in the classroom,” said 
Kirkland, but it allows him to be 
more flexible in choosing when 
those hours will be.” 

For example, computer science 
courses, among the most popular 
courses on the schedule, are of- 
fered both during the day and at 
night for the convenience of 
students. 

Clarke College has always 
claimed to give special attention 
to every student” said Kirkland. 
This is done by assigning every 
student to a “family” advisor 
who keeps close contact with the 
student throughout the year. The 
student-teacher ratio at Clarke is 
12-1 and classes average 12-20 
students. This makes for a 
classroom environment where 

- u . 

instructors can be more sensitive 
to the individual needs of studen- 
ts. 


separate outside entrance has 
been added. The area will include 
a full line of vending machines 
where hot and cold food and 
drink are available. Seating is 
available inside and outside on a 
newly completed patio. 

One area of the student center 
will contain a television and com- 
fortable seating for students 
another area will house video 
games and tables for other 
recreational activities.

Gymnasium 


After a decade of silence, the 
inside of the Clarke College 
Cockrell Gymnasium will once 
again echo with the shouts of 
hometown fans urging the Pan- 
thers on to victory. 

Dr. Ron Kirkland, the dean of 
Clarke College, has announced 

that a benefactor donated the 
money needed to restore the gym 
to the condition necessary to 
comply with state building codes 
for facilities housing spectator 
sports. Earl Cockrell, the 
benefactor and the man for 
whom the Cockrell Gymnasium 
is named, is a Tupelo 
businessman who provided the 
materials to build the gym over 
30 years ago. 

Kirkland said in the 1970’s the 
college administration made the 
decision to do away with the 
basketball program. The gym 
was originally built in the 1950s 
with volunteer labor from 
students and faculty members, 
and the ceiling was not braced 
throughout with steel reinfor- 
cement. 

“They called in an engineer 
and he agreed the building was 
not safe for spectator sports with 
large crowds of people in atten- 
dance. There are some stretches 
of ceiling that are only supported 
by two-by-fours nailed together 
for distances up to forty feet,” 
Kirkland said. 

So the basketball program died 
an untimely death at the college. 

In 1982, Mississippi College 


decided to revive the program. 
“We brought in another 
engineer. He agreed with the 
earlier appraisal and gave us a 
general idea what had to be done. 
We just haven’t had the money to 
do it,” Kirkland said. 

In the interim, the basketball 
team at Clarke has been playing 
their home games at Newton 
High School, though that has 
caused some problems. 

“The team can practice in our 
gym, but they can’t play home 
games there. Large crowds of 
people can cause stresses and 
vibratio ns th at are not good for 

the unreinforced areas of the 
ceiling. That means the team 

loses the home court advantage, 
because they don’t practice every 
day in the place where they have 
to play the games,” Kirkland 

said. 

Scheduling has also been a 
problem. Kirkland said the 
college has to work its schedule 
out carefully with the high school 
so no one accidentally arranges 
two home games at the same 
time. 

The Cockrell gift is a landmark 
for the college for more than one 
reason. 

Kirkland said the donation not 
only will provide an important 
activity on campus for students, 
but also represents the first sub- 
stantial monetary gift to the 
college from a former benefactor 
since the college was merged with

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Adds To Faculty 
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There are many new faces on 
campus at Clarke College.
